But—what tales they tell of 
the giant, gaunt old man, gone 
now to the paradise promised 
by Mohammed. 

On March 1, 1945, a destroyer 
of the United States steamed 
northward through the waters 
of the ancient Red Sea, passed 
through the Gulf of Suez, through 
the canal into the Great Bitter 
Lake, in Egypt. 

On the destroyer’s fantail 
sheep bleated in their pens; rich 
oriental rugs were spread, silk- 
en canopies protected the iron 
deck from the sun’s rays; the 
smell of mutton broiling over 
charcoal was in the following 
wind. 

The destroyer moved along- 
side the cruiser U.S.S. Quincy, 
and a tall, grizzled figure, six 
feet, five inches tall, wearing a 
magnificent burnoose of bro- 
caded silk was piped aboard be- 
tween rigid rows of USS. 
Marines. 

Abdul Aziz Ibn Saud had come 
to call on Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and, later on, Winston Churchill. 

They lunched—these two men 
who had come from the ends 
of the earth—and talked at 
length. There was Groton, Har- 
vard and a background of rich 
knowledge and cosmopolitan ex- 
perience. And there was the 
desert product of a nomadic 
tribe, educated in the Koran 
and little else, for the first time 
in his life outside the borders of 
his own country, but nonetheless 
a man also rich in experience 
of his own and a shrewdness 
born of it. The two got along 
well. When it was done Reose- 
velt said he had learned more 
about the Arab question in five 
minutes than was possible from 
reports of a dozen commis- 
sioners. 


Sons 


It so happened I was in Egypt 
at the time of this meeting and 
when the Quincy came to Alex- 
andria a man who had been 
present at the meeting told me 
a .story of it. 

He said that when Winston 
Churchill presented, through an 
interpreter, his ‘‘only son,” 
Randolph, the hawk-eyed old 
man (he was blind in one eye), 
turned his keen good eye up to 
tHe great Prime Minister of 
Britain, and with just the trace 
of a smile, said, ‘I have 40 
gons.”” 

And he did, too. 

And what he didn’t mention, 
because the Arab world does not 
think them worth mentioning in 
the same breath with sons, is 
that he also had more than 200 
daughters. Daughters are all 
right, although troublesome. 

He had come a long way, had 
Ibn Saud, when he sat down 
there to talk with the President 
and the Premier. 


Fight 


He began to fight in 1902— 
seeking to revenge his family. 

He was powerful enough by 
1924 to expel King Husein of 
Mecca from the throne and the 
Caliphate. (Title for the religious 
leader). This quarrel between: 
the families of Hashim and Saud 
split the Arab world. Husein 
died in exile, but two of his 
sons held kingdoms—Faisal in 
Iraq and Abdullah in Trans- 
jordan. Adbullah is dead, but the 
family holds on and the blood 
feud of the Hashimite and Saud 
families runs deep. 

The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
is a creation of the old man, 
now with Allah. He carved it 
out with the sword and the 
“Flame of Islam..’ It covers 
nine-tenths of the vast Arabian 
peninsula and it is fabulously 
rich in oil. 

Not too much of the oil wealth 
has trickled down to the people, 
but, in fact, the old man tried. 
He did improve the lot of his 
nomads and he tried to curtail 
corruption. He also established 
a skeleton school system, and 
one of health. It is likely he did 
more than any other Arab ruler 
and, without doubt, he was a 
more honorable and _ decent 
person than ex-King Farouk of 
Egypt, who had more oppor- 
tunity. He was wise and strong, 
where “fat, foolish Farouk’’ was 
a fool. 

Now he rests with Allah—and 
the star of Egypt’s Naguib takes 
on a brighter sheen—and destiny 
beckons him.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Premier Laniel will 
meet in Bermuda within the next 
few weeks to discuss the recent 
deterioration of relations with the 
Soviet Union. 


Agreement has been reached 
among the Big 3 leaders that the

It is understood that the meet- 
ing was proposed by the French 
government. 


Concern over the Soviet note of 
Nov. 3 prompted Secretary of 
State Dulles to make a secret 
visit to the White House this 
morning to discuss it with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. They also dis- 
cused the prospect of the Ber- 
muda meeting. 


AGREE ON 3 POINTS 


It is understood that they 
agreed on these points: 

1. The Bermuda meeting should 
be held before the North Atlantic 
Treaty meeting of the foreign 
and defense ministers in Paris on 
Dec. 11. 


2. A note should be sent to the 
Soviet Union rejecting the Krem-, 
lin’s recent demands for dissolu- 
tion of Western defense measures. 

3. The President and Dulles 
should meet with the British and 
French prime ministers and for- 
eign ministers to review the world 
situation in light of the Soviet 
note. 

After the White House meeting, 
Dulles returned to the State De- 
partment and held a news con- 
ference in Which he made a sol- 
emn analysis of the Soviet note 
of Nov. 3. 


INTERPRETS NOTE 


With the approval of the Presi- 
dent, he said that the Soviet note 
did these things: 

1, Calls for cessation of talks 
between Britain, France and the 
United States. It terms such talks 
“collusion’”’ against the Soviet

Gen. Dean Shows Way 


For Reasonable Men 


Gen. Elbert Tuttle, Georgia’s “Mr. 
Republican” and chief counsel for the 
U.S. Treasury department started out 
Monday at Rotary in Atlanta to ex- 
plain Treasury activities. He wound up 
by making a fervent appeal for less 
bitterness among Americans in their 
differences of opinion on policy. 

The general had been impressed, he 
said, by Geri. William Dean’s recent ap- 
pearance before the National Planning 
Board. No fluent speaker, General 
Dean told the group that if he talked 
too muzh it would be because for two 


years *s a Communist prisoner of war, 
he hadn’t been allowed to speak to an 
American. . ‘ 

Elbert Tuttle cited General Dean’s 
attitude toward the two South Koreans 
who for $5 sold him to the enemy. 
When they were captured, Dean wrote 
Syngman Rhee to let them go, that he 
might have done the same thing if he 
had been in their place. 

Mr. Tuttle opined that if a man like 
Dean could keep his reason while under 
torture, if he could keep enmity out of 
his heart after what he underwent, 
Americans at home could differ without 
letting controversy become a fight. 

We concur in the Tuttle appeal. 
Surely in a land where men have a 
right to a difference of opinion and to 
free expression of it, they have the obli- 
gation to differ as reasonable men, 
without rancor and hatred. To do other- 
wise is to weaken a front that should 
be firm against the common enemy that 
Gen. William Dean has come to know so 
well. 

We hope General Tuttle sends a copy 
of his remarks to Atty. Gen. Brownell. 


Tax Office Merger 
Can Be Worked Out 


Regarding the Fulton County-At- 
lanta tax collection muddle—in a popu- 
lar, topical phrase, all we want, gentle- 
men, is the facts. 

From where we sit they seem to be: 

(1) The tax consolidation project 
is in a chaotic state. 

(2) In assigning the tax function to 
the county, the Plan of Improvement 
was handing the county a tremendous 
job, but one which other counties have 
handled successfully. 

(3) There is among county officials 
an element which would like to see the 
joint operation fail. For that reason, 
they have not been sincere in their ef- 
forts to make the plan work. 

(4) The system must be made to 
work because tax collection must not 
bog down. 

The burden placed on the county has 
been heavy, perhaps to the point of an 
overload. But the task is not impos- 
sible. 

We believe that patience and hard 
work will bring order out of the tax 
collection chaos. We believe that sin- 
cere, sensible men at the Courthouse and 
the City Hall can render the joint oper- 
ation effective within the spirit and the 
letter of the Plan of Improvement.

Out of his vast experience, gained 
from studying thousands of cases as a 
surgeon or research man studies through 
thousands of operations and experi- 
ments, J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
FBI, has contributed to a study of juve- 
nile problems. 

One paragraph is magnificent in its 
thoroughness. Ministers, parents, teach- 
ers—but more especially parents— 
should study it. Mr. Hoover said: 

“Time after time, in studying juve- 
nile offenders, I have noted the utter 
lack of interest of some parents in their 
youngsters. They have been too busy, 
too concerned with other activities, or 
simply didn’t care. The children were 
deprived of that love, loyalty and com- 
panionship which can only come from 
a father and mother. All too often they 
were forced to seek values in life out- 
side the home and drifted into crime.” 

That sums it up. It is inescapable. 
And it explains “why” parents are to 
blame in most of the juvenile cases. 
They are to blame because they have 
failed in what’s covered by that one 
paragraph.

Bulldozer Rents 


Remake a County = 


DARIEN—MclIntosh County is rich in 
hunting, fishing, history, beauty and hos- 
pitality. It is poor in tax receipts, with 
the result that the county has developed a 
certain richness in human relations that 
more prosperous sections don’t have. 


Take the Bulldozer Committee, for in- 
stance. A bulldozer is a small thing in 
many county budgets, 

but it is prohibitive in 

McIntosh. A _ bulldozer 

was necessary to get 

the county’s jungly land 

cleared for farming, but 

nobody had the price. 

A committee was 

formed, which in most 

places would have 

meant the end of the 

project. Committees 

usually are organized to 

elect a chairman, deplore, pass some reso- 
lutions and die. The McIntosh Bulldozer 
Committee attained its first objective, and 
by the simple process of saving its money 
has gone on to other, greater things. If the 
past is any standard by which the future 
may be judged, the Bulldozer Committee 
well may end up revolutionizing the county. 


The committee is made up of Montee 
Middleton, a county commissioner: C. T. 
Middleton, landowner and cattleman:; Wil- 
liam Cowart, the county agent, and Daniel 
C. Chapman, soil conservationist for Mc- 
Intosh and Glyhn. The county contributed 
one quarter of the purchase price of the 
bulldozer, and the committee was credited 
for the rest. The committee rents the bull- 
dozer to farmers at $7 an hour along with 
the services of an operator. The machine 
paid for itself in two years, cleared 1,000 
acres of heavy growth, and did some drain- 
age work. 


In 1949, it was necessary to leave the 
county to show McIntosh cattlemen perma- 
nent pastures. Another committee, the 
Combine, was formed. It was-made up of 
the same men who composed the Bulldozer 
Committee, and a combine was bought. The 
result is that McIntosh plants certified seed, 
and through the good offices of the Com- 
bine Committee, harvests fine seed from its 
own land. Bulldozer profits paid for the 
combine. The combine operates on shares, 
one half the seed to the grower, the other 
half to the committee to pay for the ma- 
chine’s operation. 


It is likely that another committee will 
be formed soon, but its personnel is hardly 
a matter of speculation. It will be made 
up of the same determined gentlemen who 
formed the Bulldozer Committee. 

This committee will supervise the oper- 
ation of a cultivator and seeder. It pul- 
verizes the plowed land, seeds it just right, 
and then packs the'soil lightly. It will save 
hours in time and labor. 

The money for it is on hand, thanks to 
the same old bulldozer, and its arrival is 
expected momentarily 

Hats off to a phenomenon, a committee 
that gets things done and paid for.

Ike Finds Self 
In the Rough 


WASHINGTON—This city just now is full 
of seminars of harassed Republicans who 
are busy at post-mortems on the off-year 
election reverses. They are trying to find 
out how to check the obvious trend against 
the Eisenhower administration before next 
November’s congressional elections. As a

Perhaps most surprised of anybody at 
the results was President Eisenhower him- 
self. He is, as he admits, not a politician. 
But, more than that, he suffers the isolation 
common to all presidents, which includes 
the isolation from bad news so far as his 
staff can see to that. It is traditional that 
those about a president try to keep him 
happy and put the best face on current de- 
velopments affecting their chief. 

As surprised as was the President, he 
took the results more calmly and philoso- 
phically than others, which may be due 
partly to his political naivete. He did come 
up with the best diagnosis of what is wrong. 

That is, the Republican Party can win 
and can only win with the support of inde- 
pendents and Democrats. In other words, the 
party somehow has lost that independent 
and Democratic support it plainly had No- 
vember a year ago. The President was too 
modest to go the step further and state the 
real truth, which 1s that it was he, not the 
party, that won that necessary outside help. 

In the recognized task ahead, which is 
to get the Eisenhower stamp back on the 
administration if possible, reliance is upon 
the President to assert bold and dramatic 
Jeadership in the. first instance and, in the 
second, to get a program through the com- 
ing session of Congress that has general 
public appeal. The first seems to be hard 
for the President and no forecasts can be 
made that he will, in fact, become a leader; 
the second likewise has its difficulties, 
among them that the attempt comes just a 
year late and, because of that, will demand 
even more presidential pressure. 

We hear a great deal of talk about ‘‘a 
program.’’’ So far as is known, this does 
not envisage anything new and dramatic, 
but only what we have expected—farm leg- 
islation, expansion of social security, for- 
eign trade, taxes, national defense, military 
and economic aid to our free world allies, 
Taft-Hartley law revision, among others. 

There are, to be sure, things to please 
many folks inherent in those familiar sub- 
jects—also dynamite. It depends upon how 
they are handled, and the chief handicap 
is that some of the “‘handlers’”’ are of the 
GOP old guard stamp rather than the ‘'Ei- 
senhower’’ model. 

The President may have given himself 
too big a handicap already. It’s plainly not 
*‘just a pitch and a putt.”

Pulse of the Public 


Attorney-General Says Parole Board 
Opened Files in the Ogletree Case 


Atlanta—I ‘call your attention to a seri- 
ous error in the lead editorial of the Nov. 
2 issue of The Constitution entitled ‘‘Parole 
Case Files Need Their Lock.” 

You state that the opening of the confi- 
dential files in the Ogletree case was due to 
“the Georgia attorney general's lack of 
resolution.”’ 

The Attorney General is not a member 
of the Pardon and Parole Board and has 
never sought to influence it in any of its 
decisions. The question of releasing this in- 
formation to the Monroe County grand jury 
was one which was resolved by a majority 
of the members. of the Board as provided 
for in Regulation 9, adopted by the board 
pursuant to Code Section 77-512, and not by 
the Attorney General. 

On Sunday, Oct. 25, after the Board had 
decided to release this information, I re- 
leased a prepared statement to the press 
on their behalf, in which I stated that: 


“This position is not to be accepted 
as a policy in. all situations involving - 
subpoenas duces tecum to produce State 
secrets and confidential records. To 
open to grand juries and the public priv- 
ileged and confidential communications 
and reports obtained by members of 
the Georgia Bureau of Investigation, 
the Pardon and Parole Board, and the 
Income Tax Unit of the State Revenue 
Department would totally destroy the 
effectiveness of the most important 
method of obtaining the truth from re- 
spectable citizens who are willing to 
reveal ‘such information in the interest 
of justice.”’ 


I suggest that in view of the foregoing 
statute and regulation it is quite inappro- 
priate for you to reach the conclusion 
in your editorial that the action on ‘the 
part of the State Pardon and Parole Board 
was due to my “‘lack of resolution.’’ The 
board had a perfectly legal right to declas- 
sify such information in their files as they 
deemed appropriate. I presume from the 
tone of your editorial that you would ad- 
vocate a statutory provision divesting the 
board members of their present authority 
to classify and declassify such information. 
If this is the case, I suggest you lend your

The FBI furnished enough data to have 
kept Harry Dexter White from being given 
a promotion when he was assistant secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and sufficient infor- 
mation, moreover, at least to start a loyalty 
check of some kind on his record, 

Harry Dexter White’s office should have 
been investigated by his superiors, either by 
the White House or by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. But it was not until 1947 that 
any system of checking was instituted with 
respect to the loyalty of officials above the 
usual clerical positions. 

The story starts with an FBI memoran- 
dum dated Nov. 25, 1945. It was sent to the 
President and other high officials a few 
days later. It told of a confession made by 
Elizabeth Bentley, who came to the New 
York office of the FBI, on Nov. 8, 1945,

and related her contacts with the late Jacob 
Golos, a Soviet espionage agent. She de- 
scribed in detail her work as a Communist 
courier. 

Miss Bentley’s testimony by itself would 
not have caused so much stir if it had not 
corroborated the memorandum already ob- 
tained by the FBI about the talks between 
Adolf Berle, Assistant Secretary of State, 
in 1939 and Whittaker Chambers concern- 
ing Alger Hiss. 

Miss Bentley referred specifically to 
Harry Dexter White as a member of the 
Soviet espionage group, and included in it 
Lauchlin Currie, administrative assistant to 
the late President Roosevelt. 

Miss Bentley has been called as a wit- 
ness in the important Communist cases 
prosecuted by the Federal Government, and 
her testimony has never been used unless 
corroborated by other witnesses. The FBI 
has never found her statements of fact to 
be false. 

The FBI as a rule does not evaluate the 
meaning of reports on individuals when fur- 
nishing data to higher officials, but on 
Feb. 1, 1946—just before the Senate con- 
firmed Mr. White, for the post of U.S. 
Executive Director of the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund — the following ex- 
traordinary statement about White’s record 
was sent to the White House by order of 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the FBI: 

“This information has been received 
from numerous confidential sources whose 
reliability has been established. In no in- 
stance is any transaction or event related 
where the reliability of the source of infor- 
mation is questionable.”’ 

A copy went simultaneously to Tom 
Clark, then U.S. Attorney General.

Woodrow Wilson took the oath with his 
hand on Psalm 46, which begins: ‘‘God is 
our refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble. Therefore will not we 
fear.’ 

Theodore Roosevelt, a man of great en- 
ergy and action, selected James 1:22; ‘“‘Be 
ye doers of the word, and not hearers only.” 

Reading these verses reminds us that 
the principles of God provide the surest and 
safest foundation for our national life, for 
our personal lives.

AUBURN, Ala., Nov. $—Georgia has been stung by some of 
America’s best quarterbacks this doleful season, but the Bulldogs 
now face a double-barrelled volley that stands to be the most 
painful of all. } | 

Auburn will offer not one but two ace T-men—a combination 
80 savagely efficient and deceptive that no opponent has stopped 
both of them. ‘ 

The gents’ names are- Vince Dooley and Bobby Freeman 
and there's no use trying to pick a first-stringer. There isn’t one. 

Dooley, 5-10, 180-pound captain from Mobile, quarterbacks 
the “X”’ unit which usually starts. But it has outgained the 
“YY” club of Freeman, 6-1, 195-pound Decatur, Ala., junior, by 
only six yards. The “‘X”’ total ‘is 1,097 yards, the “‘Y’’ tab 1,091. 

Dooley’s cronies are Fob James Jr. and Bobby Duke at 
halfback and Charlie Hataway at full. Soph James has knocked 
off 292 yards. Duke has 186 yards, only half of which goes on 
the “X”" chart because he works half the time with the “‘Y”’ 
team. Hataway has 292 yards. And 71 yards for Charlie Littles, 
who was regular right half before hurt. 

Freeman’s help is comprised of sophomore Johnny Adams 
(52) and Duke (93) at halves and soph Joe Childress (254) at 
fullback. Joe Davis (33) is the sub quarterback.

Having to run for their lives on two different occasions and 
spending the night in the bedroom in Kenya where Elizabeth I 
became Queen of England were among the thrills experienced by 
Mr. and Mrs. Carlyle Fraser on an eventful trip to Africa. 


The Frasers. returned last 
week after traveling 26,000 miles 
by air, 5,000 by car, 1,000 by 
train and 150 by boat. Leaving 
late in August, they crossed the 
Atlantic from Boston to Lisbon 
on a DC-6, and took another 
plane to the Belgian Congo, land- 
ing at Leopoldville. 

Proceeding to Luluaborg, they 
drove 100 miles 
where they visited Atlanta’s Mrs. 
Allen Clapp and Mary Clapp. 

Again taking to the air for the 
trip into South Africa, they vis- 
ited Elizabethville, Johannesburg 
and Capetown. 

Proceeding to Durban where, 
according to Mr. Fraser, Africa 
and India mingle, they drove 
north through Zululand to the 
huge Hluhlume Game Reserve. 


RHINOCEROS THREAT 


It was here they saw the famed 
white rhinoceros and had to run 
for their lives the first time. 
Leaving their car, they walked 
with their Zulu guide for a mile 
when they came upon a big 
white rhino and her calf. Mrs. 
Fraser was just about to step 
from behind a tree to take pic- 
tures of them when the big 
animal jumped up and took a 
step toward them.

It was in Central Africa, Ugan- 
da to be exact, that-their safety 
was endangered the second time. 

“We were riding along a one- 
way road when we came upon a 
native lying unconscious in the

road. Though our driver drove 


around him, we insisted on stop- 
ping to. see if there was any- 
thing we could do” said Mrs. 
Fraser. ‘“‘We found his pulse 
quite good. Just then two natives 
came along, recognized the vic- 
tim, started yelling and running 
along the road. Deciding~ that 
our car had hit their friend, they 
were shouting that they were 
going to get help and kill us. Our 
driver headed for the car in a 
big hurry, and so did we.”’ 


Flying on to Kenya, the At- 


lantans stopped at Nyeri where 


the highlight of théir trip oc- 
curred. Due to the Mau Mau 
situation, there was also a thrill- 
ing element of danger. 

They were guests overnight at 
the jungle bungalow, known as 
Treetops Hotel, where Elizabeth 
received word of her father’s 
death that meant her accession 
to the throne. Driving ten miles 
to the edge of the forest, with 
a staff of nine heavily armed 
servants, they walked one-third 
of a mile in single file. 


CLIMB TO HOTEL 

Upon arrival a ladder was let 
down:and they climbed 34 feet to 
the hotel built in a big fig tree 
with branches going’ through 
every room at all angles. 


Mr. Fraser was especially im- 
pressed with the woeful lack of 
transportation in Central, Africa, 
naming it as the basic difference 
between American civilization 
and the backwardness of the 
blacks.

Would you like to banish the 
craving? Right off you may feel 
that perhaps you would, and then 
again, perhaps you wouldn’t— 
since you love desserts. 

Change that around to see if 
you favor this idea: ‘‘Wouldn’t 
it be wonderful if I didn’t want 
too many rich desserts ... 
then keeping slim would be no 


struggle.”’ If you would be hap- 
py to be in the enviable position 
of .not wanting to overeat on 
these weight makers, fine. 

By cutting. down your sweets 
you lose your craving for them— 
not right away, but within a few 
weeks. When the diet contains a 
liberal amount of sugar, the pan- 
creas* secretes more insulin to 
take care of the carbohydrate. 
Nature, being generous, supplies 
more than the barely necessary 
amount of insulin. . . too much 
insulin results in a lowered blood 
sugar. 

Now, by cutting down on the 
carbohydrates, you lose your 
craving for them for the reason 
that less insulin is being secreted.

But 
here’s a promise—the craving is 
only temporary. 

If you'll take your courage in: 
hand and cut down for a couple 
of weeks, you will find your 
taste for desserts isn’t what it 
was. That’s nature helping you 
out. Nature will always do this 
if you take the initiative. 

Liberal protein in your three 
meals will help to ward off hun- 
ger pangs, for protein liberates 
calories more slowly and keeps 
blood sugar levels steady. In 
other words, protein has a stick- 
to-the-ribs quality that keeps you 
from being hungry between 
meals.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 9—Most of us who are old enough to re- 
call the Gish sisters and the day when talking pictures replaced 
the electric piano, remember when the spokesmen for the motion 
picture industry were semi-literate geniuses famous for their 
malapropisms. They could barely read and write in many cases 
but they made fantastic sums of money and, sweet memory al- 


ways tells us, good pictures. 
Today’s unofficial spokesman for the industry is a tall, blue- 


eyed, eagle-beaked man who graduated from the ranks of actors, 
writers, producers—one of the brightest and most articulate men 
in the country, 


He is Dore Schary (pronounced Dorie Sherry), son of Herman 
and Bell Schary, immigrant caterers of Newark, N.J., and al- 
though he is the head of MGM studios, at the age of 48 his Is in- 
creasingly looked to by the entire industry to speak for it. 


Representatives of rival studios count his ‘‘one of the best 
minds in the business’ and around his own Culver City lot you 
hear over and over again, ‘‘Ask Dore.”” ‘‘See what Dore thinks.” 


I went in to see Mr. Schary the other day, getting in line back 
of a dress designer bearing beautiful sketches of the clothes for 
the new ‘‘Seven Brides for Seven Brothers’ production. His office 
is a cheerful, warm place with plants and pictures and two agree- 
able young women from Texas and West Virginia serving as his 
secretaries. While I waited I examined plaques and awards he 
has won for the movies he has made and they are an impressive 
array—American Legion for ‘‘His contribution to the American 
way of life’: Veterans of Foreign Wars for ‘‘Accurate documenta- 
tion of . . . war experience” in ‘‘Go For Broke’’; American Jew- 
ish Congress and B’nai B’rith, Thomas Jefferson Award of the 
Council against Intolerance in America and many others from 
many organizations and publications, 


Later, lounging easily back of his cheerfully cluttered desk, 
Mr. Schary discussed good pictures with me. Like many movie- 
makers he personally cannot stand to look at 3-D pictures. They 
bother his eyes and give him the fidgets but he pointed out that 
‘“‘Kiss Me Kate,” the Kathryn Grayson-Howard Keel musical, had 
been released both in 3-D and flat pictures throughout the coun- 
try and the 3-D had done 60 per cent more business. .‘‘Looks like 
it’s what the public wants,’”’ he told me. “That’s what we must 
supply, you know. Now and then the industry gets steamed up 
about making so-called ‘adult’ pictures. We feel an obligation to 
make movies for the more mature, discriminating mind. You 
know what happens? Arthur Mayer has a story about it in the 
Saturday Review of Literature and I was interested that he men- 
tioned four of our ‘adult’ pictures. They were all good. I was 
proud to have had something to do with them. Maybe you saw 
them: ‘Intruder In the Dust,’’ “‘Asphalt Jungle,’ ‘‘Magnificent 
Yankee,” “Red Badge of Courage.”” They were excellent pic- 
tures ... and boxoffice flops.’’ 


That kind of results sends producers scurrying back to boy- 
meets-girl, with music. But Mr. Schary thinks there is a happy 
combination, like “Lilli” for example, and is cheerful anyhow be- 
cause after the TV and the 3-D jitters, the industry is~ making 
money again. He thinks there is a place for all the new 3-D 
brands, including wide screen and cinemascope, but he doesn’t 
think they’ll ever be produced exclusively and now he knows that 
television will not drive movies out of business. 


“We have been through a period of change,” he said, grin- 


ning lazily. ‘‘A period of loud alarms, excursions and bell tollings. 
It’s been very good for us.’’
